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phia College of Physicians to the lnpulin as a. means of controlling the painful 
erections occurring in venereal eases, lie has employed it now for two years, 
and has found it a hotter and more effectual remedy than any other ho has 
tried. He gives it in the dose of from five to ten grains, and has never known 
an instance in which the second dose did not succeed in subduing the painful 
erections, so troublesome in cases of gonorrhoea. It does not cause the head¬ 
ache, constipation, and other unpleasant effects consequent upon the use of 
camphor and opium. He has found the remedy useful also in eases of involun¬ 
tary seminal emissions. It will not cure the disease, but prevents the dis¬ 
charges, so long as the patient remains under its influence. 

Dr. Ed. IIartshorne has employed it successfully in one case to destroy ve¬ 
nereal appetite in a man addicted to onanism. 

New Method of expelling Foreign Bodies from the Larynx. —I)r. Charles IIaxs- 
r>hd, of Knoxville, Ill., in a letter to the editors of the N. IK Med. and Surg. 
Journ., (May 1849,) relates the case of a coloured girl who had accidentally got 
a pin into the windpipe, and was suffering with all the distressing symptoms 
consequent upon obstruction of the air passages from a foreign body. She was 
directed to lie upon a bench, free downwards, with the head projecting over the 
edge, and to take a full inspiration. Whilst in this position, with the lungs 
filled with air, a smart blow or two on the back with a pillow, made hard ami 
firm by compression, had the effect to expel the pin at once from the larynx. In 
this case, the first blow moved the pin about an inch, the second forced it into 
the mouth. 

“ Since that time,” Dr. II. writes, “I have had several opportunities of try¬ 
ing the maul made of a pillow. I have driven out water-melon seeds in this 
manner, on throe different occasions; a grain of corn at one time, and a large 
glass bead at another.”

Cholera .—This disease is now prevailing at various places in different parts 
of the United States, from Massachusetts to Texas, and as far west as the 
Rocky Mountains. Wo shall endeavour to present at the proper period some 
account of this visitation ; at the present time it would be impossible to do more 
than offer a few scattered facts, and imperfect statistics. In the Medical News 
for the present month will be found the latest intelligence relative to the disease, 
with the statistics as far as they could be collected. 

New York .—The first cases occurred in this city about the middle of May. 
The number of deaths reported up to the 30ih of Juno was 503. 

Philadelphia .—The first cases of the disease were reported on 30th of May ; 
and the number of deaths up to the 30th of Juno was 94. 

New Orleans .—The number of deaths reported from cholera between the 24th 
Fch. and the 21st of April was 1007.
